The stock of Hill's store, which occupies the ground, floor of 


the building, was completely ruined by fire, water and smoke. 
Louis Kline, manager of the store, is in New York, buying 
spring garments. The stock and fixtures were valued at about 
$40,000. 


The roof-of the building was entirely, burned off, most of 


the walls are destroyed and many of the floors were ruined. 


The fire is declared to have been started by an overheated 


furnace. It gained tremendous impetus through the explosion 
of the gas meters in the basement, the lead which connected 
the meters with the pipes having been melted by the heat thus 
allowing the gas to escape. 
, 


The'entire fire department was out in half an hour, and 12 


streams of water played steadily upon the building, but of no' 
avail. The flames raged and the building continued to burn 
throughout the'whole night. At 8 o'clock.this morning the fire . 
had not been completely extinguished and the building, now a 
mere framework, was still,filled'with smoke. 


Six families1 were made homeless by the fire, their furniture 


destroyed'and .most of their personal possessions ruined 'or lost.

"An evident over- 
supply which demand is not absorb- 
ing, with the result that prices have 
lowered and iestroyed the market? 


"A strike of farmers, as suggest- 


ed in some agricultural papers, to 
reduce tho supply to -the point 
where it will be absorbed by 
• the 


ready demand, would only result in 
injury to the farmer himself. De- 
creasing the acreage and planting 
less will not benefit the producer, 
while it will aggravate ths lot :of 
the city consumers who are suffer- 
ing irom lack of the products which 
now iconstitute a burden on the 
farmer.

"An industry," the president 


said, "more vital than any other, 
in which near half the nation's 
wealth -is "invested can bo re- 
lied upon for good security and 
certain returns."

pressed public opinion that the

the president said the farmer, 
still needed somo provision for 
supplying him with- working 
capital. 


"Compared with other Indus- 


., tries," he continued, "the won- 


der is that agriculture, thus de-1 
prived of easy access to both 
investment and accommodation 
capital' has prospered oven so 
well." 


FARM LOAN BOARD 


Lines on which financial sup- 


port of agriculture may 'be^ or- 
ganized, Mr.-Harding said, are 
suggested in the >plan of the 
federal farm loan board ana in 
these rural finance societies 
which have been so effective in 
some Eureopean countries. 
' "Tha cooperative loaning as- 
sociations of Europe have been 
effective incentives to united 
action by farmers," he contin- 
ued^ "and have led them direct- 
ly into cooperation in both pro- 
duction and marketing which 
have contributed.greatly to the 
stabilization and prosperity of 
agriculture." 


Whether these organizations 


are considered as means to buy- 
ing the farmers' requirement^ 
in a cheaper market, the presi- 
dent asserted, or to selling his 
products in a more remunera- 
tive ono "the conclusion in' all 
cases is the same; it is that the 
farmer is as good a businessman 
as any other if he has the 
chance." 


The manufacturer, Mr. Hard- 


ing said, whose turnover is 
rapid, finds ho. can borrow 
money from the bank on short ' 
time notes when he needs work- 
ing capital and his money will 
com eback to him in time to 
meet his short, term obligation. 
On the other hand, he continued, 
the farmer's turnover is a long 
one, from a year in most crops 
to sometimes three years in the 
cattle industry. 


"Yet, the farmer is compell- 
ed," he declared, "if he borrows 
his working capital to borrow 
for short periods, to renew his 
paper several times before his 
turnover is possible and to take 
'the chance that if he is called ' 
upon untimely to pay off his 
notes, he may be compelled to 
•sacrifice growing crops or un- 


.finished -livestock. 
Obviously, 


the farmer needs, to:have pro- 
visions, adapted to his require- 
ments, for extension , of, credit 
to produce his working capital/'.. 


DEPRESSION IS GENERAL 
The' president •' told the con- 


ference that.-"concerning the 
grim reality of the pressnt crisis 
.in agriculture there 'can be no 
difference, of1 opinion among in- 
formed t«ople." ...

"If, during the same 
period, . the 
railroads' or^the 
great -industries controlled by 
corporations," find themselves, 
able to increase their mortgage' 
indebtedness by dint of bond 
issues, the fact is heralded as 
evidence of better business con- 


, ditions and of capital's increas- 
ed wiUingnes_s to engage in 
these industries and thus -in- 
spire larger production and bet- 
ter employment of labor, . Both 
the mechanism of finance and 
the preconceptions of the com- 
munity are united in .creating 
the impression that easy access 
to ample capital is a disadvant- 
age to the farmer, and an evi-
